Minimum Rates Upped 


13 Amendments 
Given Approval 
By State Voters 


All 13 amendments to the 
constitution were given ар- 
proval by voters of Florida at 
the polls Tuesday. The average 
for the acceptance of these a- 
mendments was 2-! by the vot- 
ers. 

Amendment number eight, 
which establishes а judicial 
qualifications commissión with 
investigative powers got about 
а 3-1 margin. 

Probably the most interest 
was centered around this a- 
mendment since the proposal 
would empower the commis- 
sion to conduct probes, re- 
commend removal, discipline 
or retire judges and justices. 

Another amendment pro- 
vides for a session of the Leg- 
islature shortly after general 
election for the sole purpose 
of organization. Senate Presi- 
dent-designate Verle Pope and 
House Spsaker-designate Ralph 
Turlingón were reported to 
have been in Tallahassee as the 
polls closed Tuesday prepar- 
ing for the session planned for 
Nov. 15.

The USDA has announc- 
ed a 10 cent an hour increase 
in the minimum wage rates 
for workers employed in pro- 
duction, cultivation and har- 
vesting of sugarcane in Flori- 
da, according to O. P. Mc- 
Arthur, State Executive Direc- 
tor, Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, 
Gainesville. The new mini- 
mum wage rates will become 
effective November 14, 1966. 

The mifimum rates will be 
51:55 per hour for tractor dri- 
vers and operators of mechan- 
ical harvesting and loading 
equipment and $1.35 per hour 
for all other workers. Cane 
cutters who harvest cane by 
hand perform the largest part 
of the unskilled labor in cane 
fialds and are usually paid at 
piece work rates. Their carn- 
ings generally exceed the speci- 
fied minimum rate. Skilled 
and semi-skilled workers are 
normally employed by the 
hour and are usually paid at 
rates higher than the establish- 
ed minimum. 

The new wage’ rate deter- 
mination also, provides that 
youths, 14 to 16 years of age, 
may not be employed for more 
than eight hours a day. Handi- 
capped workers whose produc- 
tive capacity is impaired, as 
certified by the State Employ- 
ment Service, may be employ-

Dear Editor: 
The release published on the 
front page of the Herald dat- 
ed October 27, 1966 “Green 
Belt Law is Discussed By As- 
sessor" indicates an interest on 
the part of the assessor to 
grasp a problem which is very 
important to this area. 

One of the factors mention- 
ed is “cost of the property as 
agricultural land". Has the as- 
sessor considered that over 
100,000 acres of land have 
been purchased by Glades Far- 
mers during the past two years 
in Glades, Hendry, Collier, 
Highlands and other Florida 
counties as well as some in 
Georgia while at the same time 
theres: is about 250,000 acres 
of better land in Palm Beach 
county is undeveloped. 

If the “why” is not obvious 
then it should be investigated 
by the assessor who could con- 
ceivably have some 250,000 
acres of land for sale in the 
not too distant future and no 
buyers who could afford to 
pay the taxes. 

While the legislature did not 
spell out the income approach 
in assessment evaluation it is 
plainly there. 

There are recognized, esta- 
blished and proven ways to 
determine the agricultural val- 
ue of land which take into con- 
sideration ALL of the factors 
and not just those years when 
the profit on a given tract may 
exceed the value of the land 
which produced the crop. 

I have seen evidence that 
some assessors have used 
"luck" as a factor in setting 
value.

Commissioner 
Warns Against 
Unvent Heaters 


TALLAHASSEE, (Special) 
— As the fall season arrives 
and thoughts turn to heating 
homes in most parts of the 
state, Florida's Hotel and Res- 
taurant Commissioner Fred C. 
McAlpin, Jr., calls attention to 
a state law which prohibits the 
use of wick-type, unvented fuel 
burning space heaters in pub- 
lic lodging establishments. 

Commissioner McAlpin said 
“this law was enthusiastically 
passed by the 1965 Legisla- 
ture to save lives and I am 
instructing our entire staff to 
see that the law is rigidly en- 
forced. These heaters, especial- 
ly the portable types, have 
been the cause of many fires 
in the past because they are 
easily kicked over and spilled” 

“Another of the greatest 
hazards of this type heater is 
the emission of toxic gases 
causing asphyxiation,” he said 

The law gives the Hotel and 
Restaurant Commission the 
statewide responsibility of en- 
forcement and makes any per- 
son violating the provisions 
guilty of а misdemeanor, 
"These dangerous heaters must 
be removed and all operators 
of public lodging establish- 
ments and local fire and in- 
spection agencies are asked to 
cooperate in this endeavor" 
Commissioner McAlpin said. 

The law also gives the Ho- 
tel and Restaurant Cómmission 
the authority to reyoke or sus- 
pend the license^óf any public 
lodging establishment where 
the "owner, manager or assis- 
tant manager, desk clerk or 
other person in charge of or 
employed by a public lodging 
Or food service establishment 
violated the provisions — or 
permits anyone else to violate 
the provisions (of this law)." 
A finc of up to $500 or 6 
months in jail or both can be 
levied against the о 
who permits the continue:

New Concept Їп Celery Harvesting 
Found with Building of New Cart 


South Bay Firm Manufactures 
New Cart With Floating Floor 


A new concept in harvesting 
celery will be tried this season 
When a tilting side dump cart 
will be put to use. J. and L. 
Engineering Co., with a plant 
at South Bay has built the new 
type сап. 

The new piece of equipment 
is known as the model C26.000 
Cane Master side dump cel- 
ery cart and it works in con- 
junction with a two-line mech- 
anical celery harvester. Prior 
to last year celery harvesting 
was done completely by hand. 

The initial two-line mechani- 
cal harvester in the Glades arca 
was put into use last year by 
A. Duda and Sons. The mech- 
anical harvester cuts the celery 
at the ground, cuts the top and 
strips the waste celery before 
loading into the side dump 
cart through a loading con- 
veyor. 

The cart has a live floor 
which is activated by an air 
cylinder nine inches in dia- 
meter with a 48-inch stroke. 
The floor moves up to con- 
veyor dumping level to i- 
minate bruising of the celery. 
As the load increases the floor 
is lowered by automatically re- 
leasing air pressure from the 
cylinder. The cart is then 
transported from the field to 
the packing house by use of 
tractors. 

At the packing house the 
celery is side dumped by use 
of a J. & L. H2000 dumping 
jack into a tank of water ap- 
proximately 26 feet by 32 feet 
by eight feet deep. The floor 
of water is so designed to fur- 
ther move the celery into a 
loading conveyor to the pack- 
ing crews. 

Prior to the use of the cart 
and mechanical harvester, cel- 
ery harvesting was done by a 
large "mule train" which re- 
quired hand cutting and hand 
topping. This equipment is 
large and heavy, about 60 feet 
by 50 feet and flotation was а 
tremendous problem in the 
muck fields, engineers said. 

The complex nature of hav- 
ing à packing house on wheels 
resulted in continual mechani- 
cal failure with no cushion. Ap- 
proximately 60 workers are 
required to operate the “mule
